LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  Now  Bedford  Standard  of  September  1  states  as  follows: 

"Prico  basis  for  oxtra  staple  cot  ion  remained  practically  unchanged 
during  tho  past  weak,  but  thore  was  considerably  less  trading  put 
through  hero  this  week,  duo  to  indifference  of  mills  that  are  taking 
little  or  no  now  business  at  tho  moment.      Somo  attributed  the 
slower  dealing  to  tho  fact  that  advorso  crop  reports  this  wook 
brought  highor  cotton  futuros,  but  tho  sluggishness  oxtendod  fully 

as  much  to  basis  trading  as  to  flat  prico  doals. 

*  *  * 

"Old  crop  for  immediate  shipment,  or  for  spot  delivery,  is  being 
bought  very  occasionally  to  fill  in  pressing  noods,  and  usually  is 
bringing  a  promium  of  50  to  150  points,  depending  on  conditions. 

"Both  in  the  now  crop  and  tho  old  crop  trading  it  is  notable  that 
mills  are  calling  moro  for  middling  than  for  strict  middling  or  strict 
low,-  moro  so  than  in  former  years.      Egyptian  quotations  are  up 
J  to  2  cents  a  pound,  but  vory  littlo  activity  in  them  is  reported 
this  weok.

There  has 
certainly  been  some  damage  as  a  rosult  of  pink  "boll  worm  attack  and 
boll  shedding  due  to  humidity,  but  the  damago,  though  increased  compared 
to  last  week,  is  not,  at  least  for  the  time  being,  causing  any  anxiety. 

"The  news  from  Upper  Egypt  continues  to  bo,  on  tho  whole,  favourable; 
in  tho  advanced  frelds  the  opening  of  the  bells  if  going  on  normally  and 
it  is  expected  that  tho  first  picking  will  commence  about  the  15th 
instant  and  become  general  towards  tho  25th."

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  September  8  states  as  follows: 

"Broader  buying  interest  featured  extra  staple  cotton  markets 
here  and  elsewhere  in  Now  England  during  the  past  week  and  consider- 
able trading  developed,  though  much  more  could  have  been  done  had 
shippers  been  willing  to  accept  some  of  tho  firm  bids  made  at 
extremely  low  basis. 

*  *  * 

"Activity  in  extra  staple  lengths  has  seemed  to  center  upon 
cotton  ranging  from  Government  inch  and  cno-eighth  up  to  inch  and 
three-sixteenths.      Unless  prompt  shipment  was  specified,  trading 
took  place  only  at  the  very  lowest  lovels,  often  lower  than  most 
morchants  dared  to  wire  out,  and  there  was  surprisingly  little 
difference  made  betwoen  grades  or  between  staple  types.  Strict 
middling  was  easily  available  within  50  points  of  tho  middling 
price,  and  sometimes  within  25  points,  which  was  the  usual 
differential  betwoen  middling  and  strict  low.      Some  quoted  only 
50  points  difference  betv/een  inch  and  one-eighth  and  inch  and 

three-sixteenths . 

*  *  * 

"There  was  net  much  change  in  the  situation  on  Egyptians.  Medium 
grade  Sakel  was  quoted  around  36  conts,  or  very  slightly  under, 
with  high  grade  Sakel  around  37  to  38  cents.      Medium  grade  Egyptian 
uppors  ranged  in  tho  neighborhood  of  25  cents,  but  there  was  little 
trading  either  in  those  or  in  Sakel s.

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


Tho  Now  Bedford  Standard  of  September  15  states  as  follows: 

'•Extra  staple  cotton  demand  both  here  and  in  other  Now  England 

consuming  centers  continued  fairly  lively  during  tho  past  week 

but  thoro  was  net  as  much  trading  owing  to  tho  caution  shown  by 

cotton  shippers  in  accepting  firm  bids  made  substantially  under 

the  market.      Apparently  the  gain  in  the  future  market  following 

tho  government  crop  report,  made  shippers  mere  timid  about  taking 

low-priced  business,  and  even  though  the  market  eased  off  lator 

in  the  week,  it  was  hardor  to  find  takers  for  the  trial  bids  made 

by  seme  of  the  mills. 

*  *  * 

"The  cut  price  quotations  on  long  staple  types  v/hich  have  been 
available  during  the  past  few  weoks  in  certain  quarters  of  the 
market,  began  to  harden  this  woek.      It  was  still  possible  to  buy 
a  very  few  bales  of  middling  inch  and  7-32nds  around  650  tc  700  on, 
but  most  shippers  rafusod  tc  cut  under  750  on.      Likewise  for  inch 
and  one-quarter  cotton,  same  grade,  s^mo  firms  will  accopt  business 
around  850  cr  900  on  December,  but  seme  of  tho  larger  shippers  are 
quoting  1,000  on  or  1,100  on  for  middling  quarters  and  aro  not 
anxious  for  business  evon  at  that  figure. 

"Comparatively  little  surface  activity  is  in  evidence  in  Egyptian 
cottons  even  though  prices  are  somewhat  lower.      Imodium  grade 
Egyptian  uppers  are  quoted  around  24-l/2c  to  25c  and  it  is  possible 
to  buy  spots  around  this  figure,  but  no  particular  activity  is 
reported.      Medium  Egyptian  Sakel  can  be  had  around  35-l/2c  tc 
36-l/2c  but  not  much  trading  has  resulted,  though  high  grade  Sakel 
has  been  bought  around  38c  to  39c.      Pima  has  not  begun  to  get 
active  as  yet.

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  Now  Bedford  Standard  of  September  22  states  as  follows: 

"Staple  cotton  markets  here  and  elsewhere  in  Now  England  continued 
moderately  activo  during  the  past  week,  but  cut  price  offerings  still 
ruled  supreme,  and  many  of  tho  larger  cotton  shipping  firms  are 
still  go  far  out  of  lino  in  their  quotations  that  there  is  not  a 
chance  of  their  putting  through  business  here  except  for  occasional 
spot  lots  of  specialties.      With  cotton  goods  orders  coming  in  none 
too  plor;ti fully  at  tho  moment  and  cotton  goods  pricos  extremely 
unsatisfactory,  the  manufacturers  are  showing  no  haste  in  piling  up 
largo  commitments  of  raw  material  against  possible  future  needs. 
Reports  from  tho  Delta  compress  centers  indicate  staple  cotton  is 
piling  into  the  market  in  heavy  volume,  with  demand  scarcely  largo 
enough  to  balance  offerings.      With  prospects  good  for  a  very  large 
staplo  cotton  crop  in  the  Delta,  Eastern  mill  mon  are  not  fearful 
of  an  early  increase  in  basis  and  are  even  expectant  of  further 
declinos,  regardless  of  what  tho  cotton  future  market  may  do. 

"Comparatively  light  buying  interest  in  Egyptians  is  roportad  this 
week,  though  pricos  have  not  changed  much  from  a  weok  ago.  Medium 
grade  Egyptian  uppers  are  quoted  around  24  cents  to  24-l/2  cents 
and  medium  grade  Egyptian  Sakel  around  55  cants  to  36  cents,  with 
fairly  high  grades  available  at  37  cents.      Occasional  offerings 
cf  spot  Pima  aro  heard  of  around  36  cents  to  37  cents  for  number  two-s 
and  throes,  but  salos  have  not  yet  taken  place,  though  buying  interest 
in  new  crop  Pima  is  reported  in  several  quarters.

"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  September  7,  contains  the  following 
dispatch  from  the  Alexandria  Commercial  Co.  of  Alexandria,  dated 
August  29: 

"Tho  temperaturo  in  Lower  Egypt  has  ccntinuod  favourable  for  tho 

opening  of  tho  bolls,  but  tho  cr< p  is  still  backward  about  ten  days. 

Some  fogs  have  boon  roported,  but  have  not  caused  any  damage.  In 

addition,  the  loaf  worm  has  reappeared  cn  a  small  scale  in  certain 

districts  of  tho  north.      The  pink:  bell  worm  attack  has  increased 

slightly,  and  tho  proportion  of  attacked  bolls  varies  between  5%  and 

15%,  which  is  slightly  loss  than  at  tho  same  time  last  year.      In  Upper 

Egypt  picking  is  in  full  swing,  and  arrivals  at  tho  ginning  factories 

are  increasing  daily.

"This  year's  high  rivor  level,  together  with  tho  crop  do lay  of  about 
a  week,  aro  causing  some  uneasiness  tc  tho  southern  growers;  the  rumors 
that  vast  areas  have  been  floodod  are,  however,  without  foundation, 
and  we  understand  that  all  necessary  procautiens  have  been  taken  tc 
provont  tho  loss  of  crops."
